INCREASE IN THE AREA OF CROPS OTHER THAN HAY. 

The progress made in tillage is indicated by the increase in 
the area under crops other than hay. This area (i.e., the total 
area under corn crops, green crops, flax and fruit) increased 
from 2,400,328 acres in 1916 to 3,037,869 acres in 1917, and to 
3,239,495 acres in 1918. The total increase from 1916 to 1918 
of 839,167 acres or 35-0 per cent, was made up of an increase of 
257,667 acres or 41-9 per cent, in Leinster, 165,053 acres or 30-] 
per cent, in Munster, 269,651 acres or 28-8 per cent, in Ulster 
and 146,796 acres or 48-7 per cent-, in Connacht. The total 
increase from 1917 to 1918 was 201,626 acres or 6'6 per cent. 
There was an increase of 63,825 acres or 7-9 per cent, in Leinster 
13,880 acres or 2-0 per cent, in Munster, 76,302 acres, or 6-8 
per cent, in Ulster, and 47,619 acres or 11-9 per cent, in 
Connacht. 

The counties which showed the largest actual increases in 
the area under crops other than hay, from 1916 to 1918, were 
Galway (54,616 acres), Meath (47,661 acres), Tipperary (46,437 
acres), Down (45,560 acres), Antrim (44,918 acres), Cork (43,782 
acres), Mayo (40,836 acres), and Wexford (39,997 acres). There 
was an increase in every county. 


The largest actual increases from 1917 to 1918 were shown 
by Co. Meath (19,678 acres), Co. Galway (17,826 acres), Co. 
Antrim (15,335 acres), Co. Down (14,849 acres), and Co. Mayo 
(13,480 acres). There was a decrease in two counties. The 
area in Cork decreased by 3,981 acres, and in Kerry by 785 
acres. 


The counties showing the largest percentage increases from 
1916 to 1918 in the area under crops other than hay were : 
Meath (121-9 per cent.), Westmeath (75-0 per cent.), Limerick 
(62-2 per cent.), Fermanagh (56-4 per cent.), Roscojnmon 
(54-4 per cent.), Sligo (53-2 per cent.), Galway (51-5 per cent.), 
and Kildare (50-3 per cent). The counties which showed the 
smallest percentage increases were : Cork (17*9 per cent.), 

Donegal (20*5 per cent.), Tyrone. (23*4 per cent.), and Louth 
(23*4 per cent.). 

From 1,917 to 1918 the largest percentage increases were shown 
by Co. Meath (29*3 per cent.), Co. Roscommon (17*0 per cent, 
and Co. Kildare (16*7 per cent.). There was a decrease* of 1*4 
per cent, in Co. Cork, and of 0*9 per cent, in Co. Kerry. 
King s Co. showed an increase of only 1*8 per cent., and Co. 
Louth only 2*2 per cent.

Oats The area in Ireland increased by 507,94.4 acres, or 

47-4 per cent, from 1916 to 1918. The increase in Leinster 
was 172,042 acres, in Ulster 156,718 acres, in Munster 96,032 
acres and in Connacht 83,152 acres. While every county 
showed an increase, the largest were 35,297 acres in Meath, 
30 203 acres in Galway, 29,226 acres in Cork, 26,272 acres in 
Wexford, and 25,775 acres in Tipperary. 

The increase for the whole of Ireland from 1917 to 1918 was 
115 800 acres or 79 per cent. There was an increase of 45,500 
acres in Leinster, 35,614 acres in Ulster, 27,885 acres in 
Connacht, and only 6,801 acres in Munster. Every county, 
with the exception of Kerry, showed an increase, the principal 
additions being 13,207 acres in Meath, 9,401 acres m Galway, 
7 750 acres in Mayo, 6,554 acres in Roscompion, 6,521 acres in 
Kildare, 6,242 acres in Wexford, 6,061 acres in Tyrone, and 
5,901 acres in Donegal. 


Barley and Bere .— The total area increased from 1916 to 1918 
by 34,649 acres or 23-1 per cent. The increase in Leinster was 
16,735 acres, in Munster 14,490 acres, in Connacht 3,418 acres, 
and in Ulster only 6 acres. Tipperary added 6,614 acres to its 
area, Queen’s County 5,255 acres, Kilkenny, Kildare, Wexford, 
Cork, Kerry and Galway, each increased its area by from 
2,000 acres to 3,000 acres, 

Urom 1917 to 1918 the area under Bailey and Bere increased 
by 7,577 acres or 4-3 per cent. The area increased m_ Munster 
by 4,833 acres, in Connacht by 2,050 acres, and in Leinster y 
1,022 acres ; the area in Ulster decreased by 32 8 acres. There 
was an increase of 2,257 acres in Tipperary, 1,577 acres in 
Queen’s County, 1,524 acres in Kildare, 1,388 acres m Galway , 
and 1,286 acres in Kerry. There was a decrease of 2,278 
acres in Wexford, of 571 acres in Carlow, and of 557 acres in 
Down. 


Rue .— From 1916 to 1918 the area increased by 2,336 acres 
or 35-3 per cent. There was an increase of 691 acres ni Mayo, 
566 acres in Galway, and 211 acres in Donegal. There was a 
decrease of 255 acres in Clare. _ „ 

From 1917 to 1918 the total area nicreased by 1,307 acres 
or 17-1 per cent. The increase in Mayo was 786 acres, m 
Galway 221 acres, and in .Donegal 152 acres. There was a 
decrease of 155 acres in Cork. 

Beans and Peas .— The total area increased, froin 1916 to 
1918, by 1,125 acres, or 98-2 per cent. The area in Lister 
increased by 994 acres. Donegal showed an increase ol 3o5 
acres, Antrim 232 acres, Armagh 149 acres, and Londonderry 
138 acres. From 1917 to 1918 the total area increased by 638 
acres or 39'1 per cent., Donegal accounting for an increase ot 
192 acres and Antrim 133 acres.

Turnips — The total area increased from 1916 to 1918 by 
31 981 acres or 12-2 per cent. There was an increase of 14,171 
acres in Leinster, 7,247 acres in Ulster, 5,914 acres in Connacht, 
and 4 649 acres in Munster. The area in Tipperary increased 
by 3 433 acres, in Wexford by 3,289 acres, in Galway by 2,936 
acres, and in Donegal by 2,798 acres. There was a decrease in 
Cork oE 632 acres. 

The total increase from 1917 to 1918 was 1,343 acres or 0-5 
per cent. The increase in Leinster was 1,660 acres, and in 
Connacht 1,377 acres, while there was a decrease of 1,398 acres 
in Ulster, and 296 acres in Munster. There was an increase 
of 1,465 acres in Tipperary, and of 1,120 acres in Galway. 
There was a decrease of 1,636 acres in Cork. 

Mangels and Beet Boot — The total area in Ireland increased 
from 1916 to 1918 by 17,229 acres, or 21-4 per cent. There 
was an increase ol 8,494 acres in Leinster, 5,253 acres in Munster, 
2,334 acres in Connacht, and 1,148 acres in Ulster. Tipperary 
showed an increase of 2,087 acres, Wexford 1,651 acres, Galway 
1,345 acres, and Dublin 1,264 acres. 

The total area increased from 1917 to 1918 by 4,589 acres, 
or 4*9 per cent. Leinster showed an increase of 2,832 acres, 
Munster 1,370 acres, Ulster only 194 acres, and Connacht only 
193 acres. There was an increase of 708 acres in Tipperary, 
706 acres in Dublin, and 698 acres in Wexford. 

Cabbage . — The area under cabbage in Ireland decreased 
from 1916 to 1918 by 7,297 acres, or 21*3 per cent. There 
was a decrease of 3,418 acres in Munster, 1,905 acres in Connacht, 
1,099 acres in Leinster, and 875 acres in Ulster. Kerry showed 
a decrease of 1,100 acres, Cork 738 acres, Mayo 695 acres, 
Donegal 565 acres, and Clare 549 acres. 

-Fropi 1917 to 1918 the total area increased by 7,059 acres or 
35*4 per cent. In Munster the increase was 3,065 acres, in 
Connacht 2,752 acres, in Leinster 805 acres, and in Ulster 
437 acres. There was an increase of 900 acres in Kerry and 900 
acres in Galway, 680 acres in Mayo, 646 acres in Clare, and 611 
acres in Tipperary. 

FLAX. 

The area under flax in Ireland increased from 91,454 acres 
in 1916 to 107,705 acres in 1917, and to 143,355 acres in 1918. 
The total increase from 1916 to 1918 amounted to 51 ,901 acres 
or 56*8 per cent. Ulster increased its area by 45,913 acres, or 
51*4 per cent., Munster by 2,833 acres (from 773 acres to 3,606 
acres), Leinster by 1,983 acres (from 293-acres to 2,276 acres), 
and Connacht by 1,172 acres (from 1,082 acres to 2,254 acres). 
Down showed an increase of 12,706 acres, Antrim 9,086 acres, 
and Armagh 6,910 acres. Each of the other Ulster counties 
showed increases varying from 1,313 acres in Fermanagh to 
4,363 acres in Monaghan. Cork showed an increase of 2,333 
acres. 
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The total increase under flax from 1917 to 1918 was 35 650- 
acres or 33-1 per cent Ulster showed an increase of lofstl 
acres or 29-5 per cent Munster 2,038 acres, Leinster 1 942 - 
acres, and Connacht 828 acres. Down increased its area hw

The above shows that from 1916 to 1918 the area under hay 
increased by 64,170 acres or 2'7 per cent. There was an 
increase of 33,510 acres in Leinster, 21,847 acres in Ulster, 
5,727 acres in Munster, and 3,086 acres ill Connacht. There 
was an increase of 12,934 acres in Antrim, 12,105 acres in 
Wexford, 7,683 acres in Cork, 7,386 acres in Meath, and 6,392 
acres in Galway. On the other hand, there was a decrease of 
5,774 acres in Clare, 4,210 acres in Donegal, 3,445 acres in 
Roscommon, 3,341 acres in Fermanagh, and 3,228 acres in 
Kerry, 2,878 acres in Leitrim, and 1,056 acres in Longford. 
There was an increase in every other county. 

There was a decrease of 62,306 acres or 2'5 per cent, from 1917 
to 1918. The decrease in Ulster amounted to 22,133 acres, in 
Connacht to 14,398 acres, in Munster to 13,309 acres, and in 
Leinster to 12,466 acres. There was a decrease in every county 
except Limerick, Meath, Dublin and Sligo. The decrease in 
Kerry was 8,239 acres, in Roscommon 4,323 acres, in Donegal 
4,227 acres, and in Galway 4,204 acres.

The increase in Cork was 1,699, in 
Galway 1,585, in Mayo 1,409, in Limerick 1,210, in Cavan
